HE toil and sweat of a hard 

fight are quickly forgotten 

when, at lortg last, atruggle issues 
in victory. 

Christians too fee] something of 
the same exhilaration when, 
after following in thought their 
Master through the vicissitudes 
of His carthly life and through, 
the last days and hours of Passion 
Week, thoy moct Him, once and 
for all victorious, in the Garden 
on Easter Moming. 

Ultimately, of course, there can 
only ba one kind of convincing 
proof of the truth of the Resurreac- 
tion and that is the proof which 
arises from, our own personal ex- 
perience of the risen Master In 
all His wondrous power. . All the 
samo it must be remembered that 
Christianity has always claimed 
to be an historical religion start- 
ing from somo definite events 
which have actually taken place. 

In these days, when thero is 
such a domand for the testing of 
every kind of evidence, and 
especially for the claims made by 
religion, {t is worth while remem- 
bering that the witnesses for the 
Regurection are of 9 pre-eminent- 
ly trustworthy kind. 

Witnesses To The Truth 

In point of time, the earliest 
witnoss is St. Paul,-whose Epistles 
began some twenty years before 
the written Gospels. He was a 
highly-educated man of first-rate 
ntelligence. He had every 
facility for investigating the evi- 
dence put forward by those who 
clalmed to be “eye-witnesses.” He 
remained to his last hour an un- 
wavering believer in the truth of 
the story; and his testimony Is of 
the most valuable kind, for it is 
that of ‘a former ‘scoffer and un- 
believer who had. been led to 
change his opinions. 

There is no evidence like that of 
a converted enemy; and whatevor 
may have been the precise nature 
of the spiritual crisis on. the Dam- 
ascus road which changed Saul 
the porsecutor into Paul the slave 
of Jesus Christ, the paint is that

. Hard To Believe _ 

With that ingenuous .simplicity 
which characterises St, Mark's 
Gospel it Informs us, in the last 
chapter, not of the gladness with 
which the news of tho Resurrec- 
tion was received and welcomed 
by the disclples, but of the amnz- 
ing diMculty. which was ox- 
perienced in getting anyone at all 
to believe it! It was almost uni- 
versally disminsed as “idle tales.” 
There are few people whose testi- 
mony nbout any matter we can 
more readily accept than those 
who say to us; “Wo did not belfeve 
it oursolves, but in the end wo 
were forced to.” . 

For, in a few days time, those 
same men were setting tho world 
ablaze with the strange news that 
Once had risen from the dead and 
was living amongst them full of 
life and power.’ And the Church 
which’ they founded has, for all its 
flaws and weaknesses, persisted 
through the ages, ever growing 
and showing the power of the 
Risen Lord in all tho corners of 
the earth. A ghost, or wilfully 
delusive Jews, could never have 
started such a phomomenon of 
history, oN 

These witnesses backed their 
beliof with thelr lives,: changed 
thelr characters, adopted s new 
manner of life, and in many cases 
sealed their bellof with a martyr’s 
death. No ono can help but admit 
that the story comes from wit- 
nesses who belleved in the truth 
of it with an unswerving and 
passionate conviction. a 

Vindication — 

By the Resurrection the whole 
life of Christ was vindicated. Ho 
had gone about doing good, bear- 
ing the burdens of othors, saying 
that material things were not a8 
important as they seemed. Tho 
world had sneered “Vinlonary” 
and, practising its favourite doc- 
trine of ‘the weakest to the wall’, 
had cone Him to ucath. Then God 
intervened and showed who was 
right. : 

‘Let us remember that His vic- 
tory is also that of His followers. 
We all have bodies which instinc- 
tively want to bo selfish like’ the 
animals, to hoard the good things 
of carth and to fight our neigh- 
bours for the possession of them. 
As Christians’ we try to belleve 
that we share In another kind of 
life too, a spiritual life rooted. in 
unselfishness and the service of 
others, growing into eternity. 

On the strength of this we act 
very differently from what we 
would otherwise, not alwys with 
marked. success and frequently 
with misgivings that we may not 
bo on the right track. At such 
moments Easter assures us of ulli- 
mate victory; the spiritual exist- 
ence of Christ survived His bodily 
death and, because Ho lives, the 
spiritual, unselfish clement in 
each of us muat Ilve also.

LEFT-HANDEDNESS 


new light on an old problem 


WE lower animals are said 
to be ambidexterous, and 
the fact of left-handedness and 
other asymmetrical features ap- 
pears to, be curiously limited to 
the human species. In an in- 
teresting article in » recent issue 
of The Lancet. Dr.’ Charles J. 
Macalister, of Liverpool, descri- 
bes some of the nssociations of 
left-handedness. ;

Wife-Capture 

Many, countries retain vestiges 
of the old practice of wife-cap- 
ture.

In remote parts of Ireland, for 
instance, the pride’a party have 
been known to take the wrong 
rond to the church, entailing an 
exasperating chase by the groom 
and his friends. Wales and 
Brittany, countries racially re- 
Jated, are also noteworthy in 
having possessed similar marital 
customs. In both cases the cen- 
tral feature of. the ritual of 
wife-capture was that the Indy’a 
father barred the house against 
all comers.

It is an interesting, and it 
may be truly said a sinister, fact 
that the Incidence of left-handed- 
ness Js somewhat higher among 
the criminal classes, but the 
aignificance of this Is not at all 
clear, writes. a medical corres- 
pondent in the London Observer. 
No Preference 

But the matter is not confined 
merely to the question of a pre- 
ference for the use. of one or 
other hand. Dr.. Macalister

Definite Violence ; 

‘According to Nansen and Nor- 
donsklold, dofinite violence is re- 
quired'to secure a bride jn Green- 
land, Apart from the fact that 
the wooor may drag her by the 
hair ‘from her father’s house, 
she is not really married until 
she has borne blows from her 
husband! In bygone times the 
expedient ndopted was to brand 
the girl's fect so that she could 
not walk. There was then no 
chance of her returning to the 
parental home. . 

In the Balkans, principally 
Macedonia, one may atill find 
that the bride is sometimes 
welghed before belng consigned 
to her lover's care, but this has 
ceased to be anything more than 
a joke, whereas In Java woigh- 
ing and wedding are even + now 
very closely connected. : 
Presents For Bride

HE problem of our charitable 
organisations comes UP for 
diacussion from time to time, 
without any clear line of policy

fiects the state of public opinion. 
When the Government hos dis- 
charged all its essential dutics, 
at a cost which is subject to 
criticism In these days when 
trade is no longer booming, it 
still remains true that our con- 
sciences are uncasy about the 
destitute and the sick and the 
undernourlahed children. The 
pecullar ‘circumstances of this

Colony, so accessible to ‘millions 
who have no direct claim on our 
finances, make It {mpoasible to 
recognise the applications of all 
jndiscriminately, and yet we 
shrink from completely ignoring 
them. The compromise has 
therefore been adopted of mak- 
ing a grant ton voluntary society 
which can solicit contributions 
from the charitable and exorcise 
a wider discretion than ia pos- 
sible under official regulations. 
Those associations are conducted 
in a businesslike way; they owe 
much to volunteers who give a 
great denl of time to the work, 
and their accounts are duly su- 
dited. There Is no suggestion 
that we could provide any 
other system that would be 
better, or that we could 
do without them. But the 
work is constantly growing, 
and the time and energy requir- 
ed is really beyond what St is 
fair to expect from those who 
have other work and interests. 
Tho recent sad death of ‘Mr. M. 
A. Coopor is a very vivid re- 
minder of the danger of qvork- 
ing too hard in a trying climate. 
On the top of exacting tutorial 
duties in a difficult subject, Mr. 
Cooper devoted the time that 
should have been given to rest 
and recreation to the Children’s 
Protection Society, which grew 
on his hands from month to 
month. The result was a com- 
pete undermining of health, 
which even a trip to England— 
during which he characteristical- 
ly acquired further qualification 
for his work—was unable to 
restore. We have no right to 
get rid of our responsi bilitics 
by placing them on shoulders 
that are already laden. 


Our suggestion is that these 
socictics have now reached the 
stage of needing a ““whole-time” 
secretary, and 
giving a money grant-in-ald of 
the general expenses Govern- 
ment should ‘appoint a paid se- 
eretary, and pay or guarantee 
the salary. This would still leave 
the societies In a position to 
make the utmost possible usc of 
the volunteers, and the discre- 
tion would romain with the com- 
mittee. Tho secretary would act 
as a Uaison officer with , the 
Departments. The difficulty that 
arises from a tendency to leave 


financial support to the Govern- . . 


ment when the public knows that 
p subscription will be made would 
not ariso when the official 
asatetance was fixed and kept 
separate, ond the money voted 
would be used in the most effoc- 
tive way.—COMMENTATOR.

HALL I make ao bid or pass? 
. This is a decision you will 
frequenfly bo called upon to make 
when your partner has mado an 
opening bid which has been 
doubled by the opponent next to 
speak, 

Naturally the actlon which you 
should take will depend upon the 
naturo .of tho opening ‘bid, the 


Jacore, and your own holding. 


The double of an opening bid is 
commonly known ns an Informa- 
tive Double and is usually Iimited 
to 1 dowble of One No-Trump or 
one of a suit. 

Informative Double 

As a greneral rule, a double 
aignifies that the distribution of 
Is not parti- 
cularly suitable for defence 
against the original suit bid and 
probably would be of much grea- 
ter value {if played in support of 
any suit bid by the partner. After 
an Informative Double, you, as 
partner of the opening bidder, 
may be able to také somo action, 
if you hold efther a fairly good 
hand (containing 2% quick 
tricks) or a moderate hand’ (con- 
talning at least 144 quick tricks). 

If you hold ao strongish hand 
and decide to bid, a “redouble” Is 
probably .your moat effective 
weapon. Many players adopt a 
passive policy and “pass,” hoping 
that silence will trap the oppon- 
ents and Jure them to destruction. 


OR—PASS 


A hand of this nature is weak 
in defenco against a spade con- 
tract, ‘and as the doubler (North) 
probably holds some spades, and 
is hoping for a spade response 
from his partner (South), the 
double ralse in tho hearts may 
shut out the opponents, and pro- 
vent them from getting together 
in a‘gamo contract.

Light Comedy To Be

Good farcos 
are few and far betweon, and, 
even when found, depond too fro- 
quently for success on the facial 
facetiousness of a Leslie Henson 
or the ingenuous imbecility of o 
Ralph Lynn—in a word, on the 
highly specialised “buainoss” of 
professionals who have mado it 
thoir stock-in-trade. 

.The ordinary comedy, on the 
othor hand, is usually constructed 
strictly to formula, and is a com- 
pound of humour and gravity: the 
laughs aro thoro, but thoy aro in- 
terlarded with stroaks of philo- 
sophy, to be taken more or loss 
sorioualy. 

If there is any philosophical 
conclusion to be drawn from 

“Lovers’ Leap” it enn only be that 
there aré more bad husbands atill 
in the sea than ever camo out of 
it. And ita moral, if any, must be 
that if you look too long bofore 


This rensoning is somewhat Hid only, and ttle élse of any leaping the matrimonial chasm, 


If your partnor opens 
the ‘bidding, and you also have a 
fairly good hand, the doubler is 
automatically caught ‘between two 
fires; if you redouble the oppon- 
ents have very little chance of es- 
éaping. without incurring a 
penalty. 
Assuring Your Partner 

A redouble will assure your 
partner that you have a fairly 
good hand, and in the event of 
any further bidding by the op- 
ponents, he can take control of 


his own hand, if. it {s of a freakish 
order, or Icnave you to deal with 
the situation. 

Consequently, it may be asaum- 
ed that if.you make a “jump bid” 
in another suit, after an Informa- 
tory Double, you are indicating o 
hand that is strong in that parti- 
cular suit, and at the same time 
showing that the hand is not 
sultable for a redouble.” : 

Therefore when your partner 
(West) opens the bidding with 
One Heart, and North makes an 
Informatory Double, if you (East) 
then bid Three Clubs, your part- 
ner should look upon this bid 
more in the nature of 4 pre- 
emptive or shut-out bid, rather 
than one of a forcing nature, — 

Again, when your partner 
(West), opens with a bid of Ona 
Henrt, and North doubles one 
henrt, {f you then bid Three 
Hearts, your partner should re- 
nlise that your double raise in the 
suit is made on distributional 
strength and not on outside 
strength. 

When to Redouble. 

It is, of course, possible that 
your hand may contain both. the 
necessary trump strength. for 
double raise in the original. sult 
bid, and outside strength. If this 
is the case, it is advisablé to re- 
dowble first, and- subsequently 
show that you have also support 
for your partner's suit... - 

Hore. are examples showing 
hands of each of these typas.
